Merle W. Shotanus, of Wauconda. 

Scholarship winners will be an- 
nounced at the association's twelfth 
annual convention in Boston, Dec. 5, 
6 and 7, according to Prof. Grant B. 
Snyder/ Massachusetts State college, 
adult adviser of the group. 



Reduction of the duck hunting sea- 
son 35 days to a 45-day period has 
been announced by Secretary of the 
Interior krug. 

The regulations for the 1946 hunt- 
ing season also reduce the daily bag 
limit from 10 to 7 and the possession 
limit from 20 to 7. 

In announcing the regulations 
Krug characterized the duck-hunting 
rules the most drastic since 1938. 

Shooting hours are reduced by a 
half hour at the close of the day. 
Shooting of waterfowl, coot, rails, and 
gallinules will extend from one -half 
hour before sunrise to one-half hour 
before, sunset. 

By way of explanation, Krug said 
in a statment accotnpaning the regu- 
lations: 

"The population of most species of 
wild ducks has declined within 
the past two years from a peak of 
125,350,000 in 1944 to 80,000,000 
birds — a dangerous level. 

"Drouth conditions in the north 
central states and the prairie prov- 
inces, together with overshooting last 
season when more ducks were shot 
than were hatched and raised, are 
contributing factors. 

Ducks Decrease, Hunters Increase 

"With a 36 per cent decrease in 
ducks coupled with a 50 per cent 
increase in the number of hunters 
from 1944 to 1946, we invite disaster 
if we dig any deeper into our breed- 
ing stocks. American sportsmen must 
take a smaller portion of ducks and 
geese during the 1946 season so that 
breeders will be left to fly north in 
the spring of 1947." 

High points of the 1946 regulations 
include: 

The waterfowl season runs from 
Oct. 5 to Nov. 18 in the .northern 
zone; from Oct. 26 to "Dec. *9 in the 
intermediate zone; from Nov. 23 to 
Jan. 6 in the southern zone. 

The daily bag and possession limits 
for -geese have been reduced to two 
of any kind in any combination, in- 
cluding brant, plus two snow geese 
or two blue geese, singly or In com- 
bination. - . 

At the request of state game of- 
ficials, Kentucky has been transferr- 
ed to the southern zone; Iowa, Mon- 
tana and Ohio to the intermedial*. 1 
zone. 

A closed season on Canada geese 
is prescribed in (Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin, Michigan, Iowa, Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Ohio, 'Missouri, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Arkansas, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi and Alabama. This was attribut- 
ed to a decrease in the number of 
these geese along the Mississippi 
river flyway. 

The post-season period for pos- 
session of migatory game birds re- 
mains 90 days. 

The regulations prohibit the tak- 
ing of waterfowl by means of bait 
or with the aid of live ducks or 
geese decoys. 

Approved by Truman 

The regulations were drafted by 
the fish and wildlife service after 
consultation with state game ad- 
ministrators. They were approved by 
President Truman, as well as Secre- 
tary Krug. 

The regulations include: 
The open seasons for wild ducks, 
geese, and brant include, both dates

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Justice To All 

There are alarming similarities between the 
current deliberations over peace treaties and the Versail- 
les agreements which followed World War 1— and did 
so much to sow the seeds of World War II. 

Again, the great powers are fighting for spheres 
of influence. Again, the dark shadow of "balance of pow- 
er" politics hangs over the meetings. Again, the work 
of the delegates is hampered by secret commitments 
made during the war. This has been an especially dif- 
ficult problem for Mr. Byrnes. And again, many of the 
smaller powers are living in fear of being sold out by 
the Big Four. The vehement protests registered by Dr. 
Evatt of Australia are an indication of this. 

What seems lo have been largely lost is that con- 
ception of "One World" which was so brilliantly ar- 
gued by Wendell Wilkie and which, in all its essentials, 
was once supposed to be the guiding policy of all the 
Allies. It was a conception based solidly and practically 
upon the conditions of the times. Today, .space is of 
small importance to a nation's security, a bombing plane 
can fly anywhere in the world in a matter of hours, and 
a stratosphere missile can do it in minutes. A fragile 
peace, based upon force and fear, will be only a breath- 
ing space between the last war and the next. 

The tremendous problem before the world is to 
establish a peace which will be fair to all nations, which 
will respect the rights of all nations, and which will 
make it possible for all nations to live together in the 
world without need of resort of arms. That kind of 
peace cannot come from deals between the great powers 
which use the small powers as trading material. It can 
only be built upon the sound foundation of justice 
to ail. I 

A Modified OPA 

The recently enacted OPA bill is a compromise be- 
tween those who believe the Office should be indefinite- 
ly continued in its old form, and those who believe 
that the time for governmental tinkering with the law 
of supply and demand is over. It is obviously designed; 
as a sort of transitional measure, to bridge the change ; 
from a government-dominated war economy to a free 



enterprise peacetime economy. 

A sound industrial policy is not based on the 
theory that the greatest profit comes from inflated 
prices. Indusry depends for its existence on a stable 
and steady market. As Mr. Boyd points out, prices 
reach a natural level when full production and efficient 
operation are achieved. 

The most important new feature is its establish- 
ment of a three-man "decontrol" board with powers 
superior to those of the OPA administrator. The Job 
of this board will be to remove controls from com- 
modities when supply is in sufficient quantity so that 
the free market will automatically assure fair prices. 
If the board does that job successfully, it will be of 
immense aid in getting this country back lo its tra- 
ditional ways of doing business. 

In the meantime, the consumers of the nation 
must realize that the basic solution to Inflation lies 
not in law, but in vastly stimulated production and dis- 
tribution. So long as the supply of available goods is 
below demand, we will continue to have black mar- 
kets. So long as labor troubles, governmental interfer- 
ence, or anything else blocks the production machine. 
an out-of-line price problem wilt continue to be a ma- 
jor factor in our national life. 

The distributive machine is doing a fine job, and 
it is ready to do still better when goods again become 
plentiful. Retailers in all lines of merchandise, paced 
by the big chain systems, have consistently worked 
against price increases. They cannot, of course, pre- 
vent price increases made necessary by higher wage, 
supply and tax costs. But they are a constant guarantee 
of the lowest price for what you buy, consistent with 
the economic conditions of the time. 

* * * 

A Steady Market Counts 

It should be made clear to the public that the 
costs of certain basic commodities and services like oil, 
electricity, and insurance do not rise in price every 
time the market suffers an upsurge. 

William R. Boyd. Jr., President of the American 
Petroleum Institute, made the statement recently that 
the prices of gasoline, fuel oil and other petroleum 
products have always been determined by the costs of 
production and the ceaseless competition among the 
companies in the industry- 
He said. 'The petroleum industry, like other 
sound American industries, will do its best to hold the 
line on product prices. Under normal conditions costs 
vary, and prices vary with costs. If we all work toge- 
ther, in due course not only can product prices be 
held, but in many cases they can be reduced as full 
production and efficient operation are achieved by the 
effective cooperation of companies, employes and the 
public."

We 
wore glad to win, 'but glad it was 
over and even those who lost, lost 
heavily, brothers, sisters, fathers and 
most of all sons, were glad It was 
over. 

"Wc never doubted but that wc 
would come out of It victorious. Two 
days before Italy surrendered a cap- 
tive German said his country would 
win; that the armies were falling 
back so that 'fresh ones could replace 
thorn. 

Is Peace Possible? 

"Today In peace wc wonder why 
we have forces overseas. Wc wonder 
if such a thing as lasting peace is 
possible. If there is lasting peace this 
had better be It. This must be our 
last Victory Day because another 
would cost too much. The cost of this 
war, 300,000 men, came too high. 

"Do wc have to have another war? 
What can we do to prevent it?, the 
speaker asked. 

At this point he declared that 
such things as racial prejudices, 
greed that leads to black markets, 
and crooked politics must be stamped 
out. 

"In churches, organizations such 
as the Legion and Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, civic and other organiza- 
tion wc can .broaden ourselves to 
know what is taking place and then 
wc can make known to our law mak- 
ing bodies what wc want beyond 
peace," he declared. 

He said the fight now is not on 
the battle field but against a bigger 
foe. Through the institution of the 
home and through these organiza- 
tions fighting can be as effective as 
was the fighting overseas. 

"Maybe that which seems Impos- 
sible up to now will he possible," he 
concluded.

Provisions of New Veterans' 
Terminal Leave Pay Law 



Service Officer A. F. Rcutlinger at 
American Legion Home, Waukegan, 
111., has received the following digest 
of the enlisted men's leave pay bill 
from the Illinois Veterans Commis-j 
sion: 

Who is Entitled: Honorably dis- 
charged enlisted members of armed 
forces (Army, Navy, U. S. Marines, 
Coast Guard). Includes those honor- 
ably separated to accept commis- 
sions. 

Dates of Service: "All enlisted ser- 
vice in the period between Septem- 
ber 8, 1939, and August 31, 1946, may 
be compensated. 

Maximum Allowed: 120 calendar 
days. (Total leave as officer and en- 
listed man cannot exceed 120 days). 

How Paid: Cash payment where 
amount is less than $50; cash also to 
all who were discharged prior to Jan- 
uary, 1, 1943. To all other veterans, 
in fi-year bonds (bearing 2',-jTc int., 
from first day of January, April, 
July or October following dale of dis- 
charge) in mutipics of S25; balance, 
less than 525, in cash (government 
check). 

To Compute Entitlement: Figure 
2 l /j calendar days per month for each 
month of active service after Septem- 
ber 8, 1939,— up to a maximum of 
120 days. 

Deduct: (1) All furlough time (not 
1, 2 or 3 day passes); (2) all AWOL; 
(3) all absence over leave; (4) all 
confinement as a result of court-mar- 
tial. 

The amount of pay is based upon 
the veteran's base pay, (plus longe- 
cvity) at time of discharge, plus 70c 
per day subsistence allowance for all 
grades. Master sergeants, staff and 
technical sergeants (also chief pet- 
ty officers, and 1st and 2nd class 
petty officers), who had dependents 
at time of discharge arc given an ad- 
ditional quarters allowance of $1.25 
per day. 

The veteran will be required to for- 
ward a photostat or a certified copy 
of his discharge certificate with his 
application. 

Application blanks and instruction 
sheets will be distributed through 
the local post offices. 

While the bonds are non-negotiable 
for 5 years, the law provides they can 
be turned into the Veterans Admin- 
istration in payment of premiums on 
National Service Life Insurance. 



Heat Values 
The actual heat units in the dif- 
ferent fuels are approximately as fol- 
lows: anthracite, 12,500 per pound; 
oil, 140,000 per gallon; natural gas, 
1,000 to 1,100 per cubic foot; manu- 
factured gas, 550 per cubic foot; 
mixed gas, 700 to 800 per cubic foot. 
In each case the heat values given 
must be multiplied by the actual 
operating efficiency of the heat gen- 
erator (boiler or furnace) to obtain 
the actual number of heat units.

Forest Air Cleaner 

Forest air is much more free from 
bacteria of oil kinds than is the air 
Just outside the forest. According 
to the Encyclopaedia Britannlca, 
there are generally 23 to 28 per cent 
fewer bacteria in the forest air, 
since the foliage acts as a kind of 
filter, retaining dust and other par- 
ticles in the air. Tho bacteria on 
the leaves ore then readily killed 
by exposure to the sun. 



Mustard Plants 
The mustards, members of tho 
Brosslco family, are cousins of the 
cabbages, cauliflowers, turnips, 
radishes, brussels sprouts. Mustard 
seeds vary in color from pale yel- 
low to black. The black belongs to 
a wild variety, common as a weed 
in many parts of the country. Yel- 
low, oriental and brown are the cul-
